ceived the least real bodily harm. The 
whole trouble with them was that they 
had thought they must be severely 
injured, and by thus thinking they had 
so deranged their nervous system as to 
cause the development of paralytic 
symptoms. 
Bearing cases like these in mind— 


and they are occurring every day—it 
is easy to understand and appreciate 
the force of this emphatic statement 
by a leading American physiologist, 
Professor Dearborn of Tufts college:

Germans' Gas la Made Harmless. 
The perils of the deadly gas used 


by the Germans since the third battle 
of Ypres was launched the latter part 
of April have already been minimized 
by French scientists. At first taken 
by surprise, the French. English and 
Canadians were driven back before the 
terrific charges made by the Germans 
under cover of the asphyxiating gas. 


This gas has been found to be prin- 


cipally bromide chloride, which in ex- 
treme cases affects the lungs to the 
point of suffocation. But now the 
French spray-ammonia when the Ger- 
man gas comes rolling toward them. 
The ammonia combines with the 
greenish-hued gas to form the nonin- 
jurious ammonium bromide.

These persons, I repeat, had not re­ 
ceived the least real bodily harm. The 
whole trouble with them was that they 
had thought they must be severely 
Injured, and by thus thinking they had 
so deranged their nervous system as to 
cause the development of paralytic 
symptoms. 


Bearing cases like these in mind— 
and they are occurring every day—it 
Is easy to understand and appreciate 
the force of this emphatic statement 
by a leading American physiologist, 
Professor Dearborn of Tufts college: 


“The aspects of consciousness are 
the realest of all real things. For ev­ 
ery man crushed by a falling rock or 
an overturning car, dozens are crushed

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Hunting Needle in Body ft Now 
an Easy Matter. 


Scientists Have Devised Scheme by 
Which Trouble of the Most Ser­ 
ious Character May Be Prop­ 
erly Dealt With. 


When a needle has wandered around 
in the body, as needles so often do, 
arid pain in some spot has aroused 
suspicion that it is the cause, the sur- 
gepn had to cut it out. This is not so 
easy as it may seem, because he does 
not want to make an unnecessarily 
large wound and he cannot find out 
tho precise position of tho needle until 
he reaches it. 


Dr. J. H. Monks recently devised a 
method of finding tho needle, which 
ho describes In the Boston Medical 
and Surgical Journal. 
A powerful 
magnet is passed over the suspected 
spot. This magnetizes tho buried nee­ 
dle. 
Then another, suspended from 
a fine silk thread, is passed over the 
same locality, when the poles of the 
buried needle will attract unlike poles 
of the examining needle, causing the 


Needle imbedded in the flesh is found 
by magnetizing it and swinging an­ 
other needle over it. 


latter to swing around parallel to the 
axis of the buried needle, and if one 
pair of poles is nearer than the other 
there will be a corresponding dip of 
the examining needle, somewhat after 
the manner of the “divining rod.“ 


It is astonishing how a needle that 
has been swallowed, as needles often 
are, will wander about in the body 
and perhaps after many month3 make 
its presence known by a sore spot.

Few people in viewing the Bay ol 


San Francisco think of it as other than 
a magnificent land-locked harbor about 
which has grown the commercial me- 
tropolis of the Pacific coast of the 
United States. Yet this harbor did not 
always exist, according to a report on 
the geology of the region recently pub- 
lished by the United States geological 
survey, for at one time through the 
depression now occupied by the bay 
ran a great river that drained the Sac- 
ramento and San Joaquin valleys. 


This river probably flowed between 


the Tiburon peninsula and Angel 
island, and then through the gorge of 
the Golden Gate, where at present the 
greatest depth of water is 400 feet. 
After the river valley was formed the 
coast slowly sank and the ocean en- 
tered through the Golden Gate, flooded 
the valley, and formed the present 
bay. 


Thus the valley occupied by the bay 


is really not so very different from 
Santa Clara and Santa Rosa valleys, 
and should the Pacific coast sink a few 
hundred feet lower, those fertile val- 
leys would form great additions to the 
present bay. 


But the change from a river valley 


to a bay happened very slowly, for 
even great earthquakes as a rule do 
not move large areas of the earth more 
than a few inches, and it is likely to be 
thousands of years before the outliiltes 
of the present bay are greatly changed 
by nature. 


The region is particularly interest- 


ing, for it is one of the newest parts 
of our continent. Some of the rocks 
belong to the geologic period known as 
the Jurassic, but many of them are 
much younger and were laid down on 
the floor by the ocean long after the 
Appalachian mountains were formed. 


Although these rocks are relatively 


young, yet they are hundreds of thou- 
sands of years old and have been 
raised out of the sea and tilted until 
in places they stand nearly on end. 


The forces which have raised these 


rocks and have folded and broken 
them are still active, yet their effects 
are so gradually accomplished that for 
the most part they are inappreciable 
in a generation or even in several cen- 
turies. Sometimes, however, their ef- 
fect is more apparent, as for instance 
when they cause earthquakes. Earth- 
quakes are due to slight movements 
along what geologists call "faults," 
which are really broken places in the 
earth's crust where the rocks on one 
side of the break or crack move past 
those on the other side. 
Some of 


these faults may be traced for miles— 
not, of course, as open cracks, for to 
anyone but a close observer the rocks 
seem as unbroken in most places along 
the fault lines as they do in any other 
part of the region. 


Most of these breaks are fortunately 


old, and it is to be hoped that move- 
ment along them has ceased, but two 
are alive, and along one of these oc- 
curred the movements that resulted 
in the earthquake of April, 1906. Only 
once in several generations are seri- 
ous earthquakes to be expected. 


War Aids Jap Woolen Industry. 
The army clothing orders received 


In Japan since the outbreak of war 
have stimulated the flagging ambition 
to make Japan a great wool manufac- 
turing country. The Mainichi (Osaka), 
points out truly enough how the in- 
dustry had subdivided itself in Europe, 
where England, Germany and Austria 
each had its own specialties and ma- 
nipulated the fiber in different stages 
of manufacture. Seeing that Austra- 
lia is the great country for the supply 
of the raw material, the Osaka paper 
thinks it would be much more ra- 
tional for Japan to receive the wool 
and manipulate it in all stages before 
it was passed on to Europe than it is 
for it to go the round on to Europe and 
then come out to Japan in the manufac- 
tured state. It therefore exhorts the Ja- 
panese manufacturers to put the nec- 
essary energy into the task of building 
up a trade which European competi- 
tors will not be able to take away 
again after the war.-—Japan Chronicle

ONCE A RIVER VALLEY 


PR0CE8S OF FORMATION OF BAY 
OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


Not Always the 
Magnificent Land* 
locked Harbor That It It Today— 
Report Made by the Geo­ 
logical 8urvey. 


Few people in viewing tho Day of 
San Francisco think of it as other than 
a magnificent land-locked harbor about 
which has grown the commercial me­ 
tropolis of the Pacific coast of the 
United States, Yet this harbor did not 
always exist, according to a roport on 
tho geology of the regiou recently pub­ 
lished by tho United States geological 
survey, for at one time through tho 
depression now occupied by the bay 
ran a great river that drained tho Sac­ 
ramento and San Joaquin valleys. 


This river probably flowed between 
the 
Tiburon 
peninsula and 
Angel 
Island, and then through the gorgo of 
the Golden Gate, where at present tho 
greatest depth of water is 400 feet. 
After the river valley was formed tho 
coaBt slowly sank and tho ocean en­ 
tered through the Golden Gate, flooded 
the valley, and formed tho present 
bay. 


Thus the valley occupied by the bay 
Is really not so very different from 
Santa Clara aud Santa Rosa valleys, 
and should the Pacific coast sink a few 
hundred feet lowor, those fertile val­ 
leys would form great additions to tho 
present bay. 


But the change from a river valley 
to a bay happened very slowly, for 
oven great earthquakes as a rulo do 
not move large areas of the earth moro 
than a few inches, and it is likely to bo 
thousands of years before tho outlirffcs 
of the present bay are greatly changed 
by nature. 


The region is particularly interest­ 
ing, for it is ono of the nowest parts 
of our continent. 
Some of tho rocks 
belong to tho geologic period known as 
the Jurassic, but many of them aro 
much younger and were laid down on 
the floor by the ocean long after tho 
Appalachian mountains were formed. 


Although these rocks are relatively 
young, yet they aro hundreds of thou 
sands of years old and have been 
raised out of the sea and tilted until 
in places they stand nearly on end. 


The forces which have raised these 
rocks and have folded and broken 
them are still active, yet their effects 
are so gradually accomplished that for 
the most part they aro inappreciable 
in a generation or even in several cen­ 
turies. 
Sometimes, however, their ef­ 
fect is more apparent, as for instance 
when they cause earthquakes. Earth­ 
quakes are duo to slight movements 
olong what geologists call “faults,” 
which are really broken places in the 
earth's crust where the rocks on one 
side of the break or crack move past 
those on the other side. 
Some of 
these faults may be traced for miles— 
not, of course, as open cracks, for to 
anyone but a elose observer the rocks 
seem as unbroken in most places along 
the fault lines as they do in any other 
part of tho region. 


Most of these breaks are fortunately 
old, and it Is to be hoped that move­ 
ment along them has ceased, but two 
are alive, and along one of these oc­ 
curred the movements that resulted 
in the earthquake of April, 1906. Only 
once in several generations are seri* 
ous earthquakes to be expected. 


War Aid» Jap Woolen Induatry, 
The army clothing orders received 
In Japan since the outbreak of war 
have stimulated the flagging ambition 
to make Japan a great wool manufac­ 
turing country. The Mainichi (Osaka), 
points out truly enough how the in­ 
dustry had subdivided itself in Europe, 
where England, Germany and Austria 
each had its own specialties and ma­ 
nipulated the fiber in different stages 
of manufacture. 
Seeing that Austra­ 
lia is tho great country for the supply 
of tho raw material, tho Osaka paper 
thinks it would be much moro ra­ 
tional for Japan to receive tho wool 
and manipulate it in all stages before 
it was passed on to Europe than it is 
for it to go tho round on to Europe and 
then como out to Japan in tho manufac­ 
tured state. It therefore exhorts the Ja­ 
panese manufacturers to put the nec­ 
essary energy into tho task of building 
up a trade which European competi­ 
tors will not be able to take away 
again after the war,—Japan Chronicle

The bill for a standard barrel passed by 


congress during the closing hours of the 
last session went into effect on July 1st 
Satisfaction with the new law has been ex- 
pressed by merchants, farmers and ship- 
pers throughout the country. For fruit 
and vegetables and other dry commodities, 
the bill provides that the barrel must be 
made of staves 28^ inchea long, with 
heads 17^ inches in diameter and a dist- 
ance of 26 inches between the heads. The 
outside measurements of the bulge must 
be 64 inches. Although the barrel may be 
made in other forms, it must contain 7,056 
cubic inches. The use of any other than 
the standard barrel or any of its multiples 
will be punishable by a fine of $500 or im- 
prisonment, or both. The law will be en- 
forced by the U. S. Bureau of Standards 
and the department of Commerce.

Automobiles Collide. 


A Ford automobile driven by Maurice 


Altland, of York, and occupied by Mrs. 
William Denues and two daughters and 
small son, all of York, and-Mrs. Herbert 
S. Weiker't, of near town, collided with a 
large touring car driven by Wilmer Hayes 
and occupied by Mr. and Mrs. George A, 
Karris, all of McConnelsburg. Fulton 
county. The collision occurred about 4 
o'clock on Monday afternoon, on Lincoln 
Way, East, in front of the home of Mrs. 
Jacob Myers. As a result of the accident, 
Mrs. Weikert received a severe cut behind 
her left ear and young Denues was cut 
about the lips; all the other occupants es- 
caped "with a shaking up and a scare. The 
heavy car of Mr. Harris, who is president 
of the Fulton County Bank, emerged with 
fenders and cap bent; but the Ford had 
its hood badly damaged, lamps twisted 
and engine disabled for several hours. The 
Ford rounded the Livingston corner from 
the left and the driver seeing the close- 
ly approaching Harris car became slightly 
confused and in the mix-up the collision 
occurred. Driver Hayes retained presence 
of mind and skillfully avoided a greater 
compact by guiding his car at a sharp an- 
gle onto the pavement, at the Methodist 
church. Both cars were running slowly 
at the time the accident occurred. 


Serious Accident 


Narrowly Averted. 


Careful driving of his Stoddard-Dayton 


runabout across the tracks of the Western 
Maryland Railroad on Hanover street, 
about 6:30 o'clock on Thursday evening, 
probably saved Bert Wentz, his wife and 
child, of Hanover, from serious, if not fa- 
tal, injuries. When the car struck the first 
protruding rail of the track the spindle 
broke at the hub of the right front wheel. 
Fortunately, the wheel in some manner 
got wedged under the car and prevented 
the latter from spilling suddenly. The 
machine continued to move thus for about 
50 feet, coming to a stop in the gutter in 
front of the home of Pius Smith, the occu- 
pants entirely escaping injury.. Upon ex- 
amination the spindle was found to have 
been defective, and it is fortunate the acci- 
dent occurred as it did. The railroad 
crossing on Hanover street is badly in need 
of repair, and the Council should see to it 
that the place be put into proper condition 
at once. 


Bicyclist Struck by Automobile 


While riding his bicycle near the Clear 


View schoolhouse about 1 o'clock on Fri- 
day afternoon, Charles Straley, the young 
son of Mr. and Mrs. L. V. Straley, of Car- 
lisle street, was struck from the rear by 
the Stanley steamer of C. T. Hersh, pro- 
prietor of the Eagle Hotel, and thrown to 
the ground between the fore wheels of the 
automobile. Both vehicles were going 
away from town; young Straley, it seems, 
was in the act of crossing from the well 
beaten left side to the right side of the 
road on hearing the approaching machine, 
while Mr. Hersh evidently thot the boy 
would remain on the left side. It was a 
simple mistake, and no blame can be at- 
tached. Young Straley received a few 
minor bruises and abrasions upon'his limbs, 
fortunately escaping being struck by wheel 
of the machine. Both were riding slow- 
ly at the time. The bicycle was badly 
bent and broken. 


Motorcyclist Injured. 


On his first trip on a motorcycle, which 


he had just purchased on Saturday, Mur- 
ray Remsburg, of Gettysburg, was thrown 
heavily to the road near Abbottstown 
while riding from York to Gettysburg,, ia 
tne afternoon, and he suffered a deep cut 
and an ugly bruise over the eye. The 
cause of the accident was the turning of 
the front wheel by loose stones on the road. 
Remsburg pluckily picked himself up, 
found that the wheel was not badly dam- 
aged, and resumed his trip. In this place 
the injured man stopped at the home of a 
physician who rendered preliminary atten- 
tion, and he then continued on to Gettys- 
burg where his injuries were treated fur- 
ther. 


Needie in Heel. 


William, the 7-year-old son of Mr. and 


Mrs. W. J. Miller, of Hanover street, met 
with a painful mishap on Thursday. The 
mother sent the lad up town on an errand, 
and as he was passing over one of the 
grass plots in Center Square, barefooted, 
he tread upon a needle which penetrated 
the fleshy part of the heel of his right foot 
to the depth of one inch. The child was 
taken to the office of a local physician 
where the needle was extracted, and the 
wound given proper attention. 


Fishhook Imbedded in Finger. 


While fishing with hook and line in the 


Conewago creek one day last week, Fred., 
the 10-year-old son of Mrs. Ella Bowers, 
of near the Seven Hundred school-house, 
had the misfortune to have the hook im- 
bed itself in the index fipger of his right 
hand in handling the line. The hook im- 
bedded itself deeply, making a very pain- 
ful injury. A local surgeon cut out the 
piece of steel and treated the wounded 
member, which is now healing rapidly. 


A horse belonging to David Cluck, of 


Gettysburg, was found dying from a bullet 
wound above the eye, on Monday evening 
about 5 o'clock, on the old fair grounds, 
where the animal was in pasture. The 
horse had to be killed. He was valued at 
$200. The wound is thought to have been 
inflicted by some boys who were celebrat- 
ing the Fourth of July in that vicinity, and 
were seen during the afternoon. 


Woman and Babe 


Sleep on Road. 


Leaving Adams County, where she had 


formerly been an inmate of the Alms 
House, and seeking her husband near Lci- 
dighs Station to ask him for support for 
herself and her 14 mouths old babe, Mrs. 
Paul L. Smith was turned away by the 
man and forced to sleep all night along a 
country road, the child wrapped in some 
clothing to protect it from the weather. 
The case first came to public attention on 
Thursday afternoon in Carlisle when Mrs. 
Smith appeared before Judge Sadler to 
prefer charges against her husband for non- 
support. The woman and child are now 
inmates of the Cumberland County Home. 
The court sentenced Smith to pay his wife 
the sum of $2 per week and enter recog- 
nizance in the sum of S100. Smith could 
not give recognizance and he was placed 
in the custody of Sheriff Greenwood. The 
wife stated subsequent to the hearing that 
she had no near relatives to whom to go 
after her husband deserted her, so she was 
compelled to go to the county home. The 
case has a number of particularly sad as- 
pects. Mrs. Smith was born at the Ad- 
ams County Home about 20 years ago. 
She grew to girlhood as an inmate of that 
institution and later was placed in the care 
of various well-to-do families about the 
county. Some time ago she was married 
to Smith. Her child was born on May 12, 
1914 and for a time the husband and wife 
lived together. Later they separated and 
the wonian again sought refuge at the 
Home. She lived there until December 
23rd. 1914, when she again left. There 
was no money to provide the necessaries 
for the child and it was once more placed 
in the hands of Steward Shecly. It was 
finally decided to put the infant in a suit- 
able home, but the mother objected and 
begged so strenuously for her child that it 
was given into her care. This was about 
three months ago. 


Mrs. Smith stayed about this county un- 


til the early part of last week whon she 
started for Leidighs, a little village in Cum- 
berland county to request of her husband 
support. She found him but he refused to 
support either her or her child according 
to the story. The night of that day she 
and her baby slept on a public road. The 
next day she walked to Carlisle leaving the 
nfant in the care of a woman at a farm 
louse. She made information against her 
msband and Officer McCoj- took her back 
to the place where she left her child. He 
then arrested Smith and the wife and child 
were committed to the Cumberland Coun- 
y Home.

Bohemians Move 


to Littlestown. 


The population of Germany township 


was increased last week by 40 men, some 
with families. They are Bohemians and 
were brought there from Baltimore by B. 
H. Shriver & Co., canners of vegetables, 
for the purpose of picking the beans grown 
on the Shriver farms—the Littlestown 
farm of 32 acres, and the Brown farm, 3 
miles south of that town, of 25 acres. In 
addition to these 57 acres a number of 
farmers have planted beans, making a to- 
tal crop of 110 acres which canning com- 
pany will handle. The Shriver Co. erect- 
ed a large 'Bunk House' in a grove on 
their Littlestown farm to accommodate 
these people. It is a 2-story structure, 
80x18 feet. The upper rooms are for the 
men and the lower room is divided into 
compartments for the women and chil- 
dren. 
Porches S feet wide extend 


the entire length of both sides of the build- 
ing, on which are the dining tables. The 
pjospects for a large been crop are not so 
good, hence 40 men were brought there 
instead of the 75 originally planned for. 


Injured In Driving Accident.

and Mrs. Chas. H. Pfeffer, of Gettys- 
burg, received painful cuts about her head 
on Saturday evening, when thrown from 
a buggy in which she and Frank Haruer 
were driving.

Edgar Bollinger and Andrew Bigham, oc- 
cupying a single team, approached them 
at a rapid gait. The two young men are 
said to have been racing. Mr. Harner 
drew his team to the right side of the road 
to allow them to pass, but the wheels of 
the Bigham's team struck his buggy. The 
front wheel was broken and the left hind 
wheel was demolished. Miss Pfcffer was 
thrown from the vehicle and sustained a 
number of cuts and bruises, while Mr.

Complications In Mediterra- 


nean Confidently Expected. 


DIPLOMACY'S EFFORTS VAIN 


Briton and German Red Tape Effective- 


ly Closes fractically All Commercial 
Channels—Americans Who Seek Im- 
ports Are Forced to Wait Until Ter- 
mination of the War. 


New York.—The entrance of Italy 


Into the European war has added great- 
ly to the embarrassments attending 
American commercial relations with 
Europe. 


These have been growing more seri- 


ous in the last three months. The dis- 
positions of both Great Britain and 
Germany hare been persistently less 
and less considerate of the interests of 
neutrals, and lately a feeling of dis- 
gust with all effort to carry on certain 
lines of foreign 'trade with the conti- 
nent has taken possession of some of 
the business elements hi this country, 
much to the regret of the commercial 
agencies of the government 


Only a few days ago a Chicago busi- 


ness man told a story of his own expe- 
rience that illustrated this attitude: 


"I have an order of $50,000 worth of 


drugs, chemicals, medicines and the 
like," he said, "bought and paid for ha 
Germany. If I could get the goods into 
this country I could easily make $UO,- 
000 profit on them. But between the 
German stringencies about exporting 
things that they fear may help enemy 
countries and the allies' restrictions 
against commerce getting out of and 
Into Germany I have found it useless 
to push the matter." 


The difficulties that can be thrown in 


the way of simple commercial transac- 
tions when both Germany and Eng- 
land show a disposition to oppose them 
are illustrated by the case of a con- 
signment of potash which was destin- 
ed to an American fertilizer manufac- 
turer. This concern, having been for 
years in the regular business of buying 
potash from Germany, had a large 
credit with the syndicate which con- 
trols the potash production and hi 
which the German government holds 
a control. There was no question about 
the payment for the potash, because 
the money was already in the syndi- 
cate's hands. 


The British authorities objected to 


the potash going out on the ground 
that they are trying to prevent com- 
merce hi general with Germany. But 
the particular case was so innocent 
that after a good deal of discussion the 
British authorities agreed to let this 
shipment come out. 


Up to this time the Germans seemed 


anxious that the deal should be made. 
But just so soon as they learned that 
Britain had given way Berlin began 
to find objections. 
There must be 


absolute assurance that the potash 
would be used only for fertilizer mak- 
ing. This assurance was given, to- 
gether with the promise that the Amer- 
ican government authorities "would be 
responsible for the execution of the 
pledge. But at this point further con- 
ditions were imposed. The Germans 
wanted. Inspectors, representing 
the 


American government, to follow the 
potash to the factories, watch all the 
processes and then certify that it had 
been used, all of it. for feitilizer. 


This point was at length arranged. 


Then it occurred to the Germans that 
they would like to have an inspector 
of their own to inspect the American 
government inspector, see that he did 
his inspecting correctly—and half his 
expenses to be paid on this side. 


That proved the last straw. The ne- 


gotiation was dropped, and there is no 
present chance of that potash getting 
to this side till after the war. 


targe movements of oils. dyes, chem- 


icals, drags, medicines, potash and va- 
rious other German specialties are held 
up now by reason of tha attitudes of 
both Germany and Britain. There has 
seemed to be little choke between 4he 
^two countries so far as concerns their 
insistence on unreasonable conditions 
for commerce. 


The British attitude toward ship- 


ments of cotton has been especially de- 
moralizing to that trade. Commercial 
authorities of this government realize 
that Great Britain is determined at any 
hazard to keep cotton out of Germany. 
In the effort to do this the whole move- 
ment of cotton to the continent has be- 
come involved. About twenty-five car- 
goes of cotton nre now held up, accord- 
Ing to the authorities here, and there is 
DO knowing what will be the final de- 
termination of the whole problem. The 
British willingness to take over and 
pay for cargoes that are seized does 
not give satisfaction from any point of 
view, while the delays in getting the 
business settled are constantly more 
and more annoying. 


With the war area being extended by 


tUe appearance of Italy among the bel- 
ligerents new complications and diffi- 
culties In the Mediterranean are cer- 
tain. Down to the present the allies 
have been very considerate of Italian 
susceptibilities for obvious political rea- 
M>ns. and Mediterranean traffic has 
been mainly exempted from the oner- 
ous conditions imposed elsewhere. But 
Italy Is now with the allies, and her 
forces will be united with theirs in ex- 
tending the restrictions to Mediterra- 
«enn traffic sjispocted of possibly being 
destined to any of the enemies of Italy 
*nd her alliei.

OYSTER FARMING SUCCESSFUL 


Remarkable Returns From First Prac- 


tical Experiment In Louisiana. 
! 


New Orleans. — Remarkable returns 


hare resulted from the first practical 
"oyster farming" experiment the Loui- 
siana state conservation commission 
has undertaken in making use of the 
heretofore unused water bottoms of 
the state. 


Sample shells from the bottom of 


Silver lake, in Terrebonue parish, have 
arrived at the office of the conservation 
commission, and, although planted nine 
months ago. clusters of oysters, some 
of them of marketable size, from eight 
to fourteen in number, were growing 
on each. These shells T\ere the old or 
"shucked" shells that were planted on 
the bottom of Sister lake, or Lake 
Caillau, as it is sometimes called, to 
provide "clutch" for the young oyster 
or "spat" 


This lake, having a water bottom of 


600 acres, has the proper salinity of 
water for the growing of oysters, but! 
lacked the necessary hard bottom or 
other solids for the oyster "spat" to 
attach itself and therefore prohibited 
any experiment in the growing of the 
bivalves. 
, 


Last year it was decided to sow the 


bottom of the lake with the old oyster 
shells, and on May 8, 1914, the commis- 
sion distributed 10,488 barrels of old 
shells over the lake's bottom. Results 
were at once apparent, for by June 5 
it was found, that "spat" from the seed 
oysters sowed In the lake had attached 
and were in all stages of development 
Inspector J. Labat worked under the 
direction of Frank T. Payne. The in- 
vestigations showed that the oysters 
were growing at a rapid rate. 


In March, or nine months after the 


"clutch" was planted, the Inspectors 
tonged up clusters from various parts 
of the lake and sent these to the com- 
mission for examination. The oysters 
were remarkably rich in flavor and of 
the prized salty taste.

Last Mon­ 
day a "challenge" was sent over by 
the Philadelphia boys, which was 
promptly accepted, and soon stones, 
bricks and other missiles were hur­ 
tling through the air. 
According to some of the Darby 
boys, a colored youth appeared with 
the Philadelphia boys, armed with a 
shotgun, and fired several shots at the 
Darby boys, but the leaden pellets 
fiew over their heads. Learning this, 
Sunquest got his rifle and fired one 
shot, which struck the King boy be­ 
low the right eye, lodging at the base 
of the brain. He fell unconscious and 
was carried home. 
An X-ray picture 
has shown the exact location of the 
bullet, broken into three parts, but it 
is go closely imbedded in the boy’s 
head that the doctors cannot operate.

HEW OXFORD ITEM, NEW OXFORb, *«, 


ITALY ADDS TO 
TRADE TROUBLES 
* 


Complications In Msditsrn- 
nean Confidently Expected. 


DIPLOMACY’S EFFORTS VAIN 


Briton and German Rid Tape Effective* 
Iy Closes; ^Practically All Commercial 
Channels—Americana Who Seek Im­ 
ports Are Forced to Wait Until Ter- 
mination of the War. 


New York.—The entrance of Italjr 
into the European war has added great­ 
ly to the embarrassmonts attending 
America** commercial relations with 
Europe. 


These have been growing more seri­ 
ous in the last three months. The dis­ 
positions of both Great Britain and 
Germany have been persistently less 
and less considerate of the interests of 
neutrals, and lately a feeling of dis­ 
gust with all effort to carry on certain 
lines of foreign trade with the conti­ 
nent has taken possession of some of 
the business elements in this country, 
much to the regret of the commercial 
agencies of the government. 


Only a few days ago a Chicago busi­ 
ness man told a story of his own expe­ 
rience that illustrated this attitude: 


“I liave an order of $50,000 worth of 
drugs, chemicals, medicines and the 
like,” he said, “bought and paid for in 
Germany. If I could get the goods into 
this country I could easily make $00,- 
000 profit 011 them. But between the 
German stringencies about exporting 
. things that they fear may help enemy 
countries and the allies* restrictions 
against commerce getting out of and 
into Germany I have found it useless 
to push the matter.” 


The diiiiculties that can be thrown in 
the way of simple commercial transac­ 
tions when both Germany and Eng­ 
land show a disposition to oppose them 
are illustrated by the case of a con­ 
signment of potash which was destin­ 
ed to an American fertilizer manufac­ 
turer. 
This concern, having been for 
years in the regular business of buying 
potash from Germany, had a large 
credit with the syndicate which con­ 
trols the potash production and in 
which the German government holds 
a control. There was no question about 
the payment for the potash, because 
the money was already in the syndi­ 
cate’s hands. 


The British authorities objected to 
the potash going out on the ground 
that they are trying to prevent Com­ 
merce in general with Germany. 
But 
the particular case was so innocent 
that after a good deal of discussion the 
British authorities agreed to let this 
shipment come out. 


Up to this time the Germans seemed 
anxious that the deal should be made. 
But just so soon as they learned that 
Britain had given way Berlin began 
to find objections. 
There must be 
absolute assurance that the potash 
would be used only for fertilizer mak­ 
ing. 
This assurance was given, to­ 
gether with the promise that the Amer­ 
ican government authorities would be 
responsible for the execution of the 
pledge. But at this point further con­ 
ditions were imposed. 
The Germans 
wanted inspectors, representing the 
American government, to follow the 
potash to the factories, watch all the 
processes and then certify that it had 
been used, all of it, for fertilizer. 


This point wa» at length arranged. 
Then it occurred to the Germans that 
they would like to have an inspector 
of their own to inspect the American 
government inspector, see that he did 
his inspecting correctly—and half his 
expenses to be paid on this side. 


That proved the last straw. The ne­ 
gotiation was dropped, and there is 110 
present chance of that potash getting 
to tills side till after the war. 


J^arge movements of oils. dyes, chem­ 
icals, drugs- medicines, potash and va­ 
rious other German specialties are held 
up now by reason of the attitudes of 
both Germany and Britain. There has 
aecmed to be little choice between 4he 
two countries so far as concerns their 
insistence on unreasonable conditions 
for commerce. 


The British attitude toward ship­ 
ments of cotton has been especially de­ 
moralizing to that trade. 
Commercial 
Authorities of this government realize 
that Great Britain is determined at any 
hazard to keep cotton out of Germany. 
In the effort to do this the whole move­ 
ment of cotton to the continent has be­ 
come Involved. About twenty-five car­ 
goes of cotton are now held up, accord­ 
ing to the authorities here, and there is 
jio knowing what will be the final de­ 
termination of the whole problem. The 
liritish willingness to take over and 
pay for cargoes that are seized does 
not give satisfaction from any point of 
view, while the delays in getting the 
business settled are constantly more 
and more annoying. 


With the war area being extended by 
the appearance of Italy among the bel-

OYSTER FARMING SUCCESSFUL 


figeronts new complications and diili- 
*?ultie* in the Mediterranean are cer­ 
tain. 
JJowa to the present the allies 
have been very considerate of Italian 
susceptibilities for obvious political rea­

Remarkable Returns From First Prac­ 
tical Experiment In Louisiana. 


New Orleans. — Remarkable returns 
have resulted from the first practical 
“oyster farming" experiment the Loui­ 
siana state conservation commission 
has undertaken in making use of the 
heretofore unused water bottoms of 
the state. 


Sample shells from the bottom of 
Silver lake, in Terrebonne parish, have 
arrived at the office of the conservation 
commission, and, although planted nine 
months ago, clusters of oysters, some 
of them of marketable size, from eight 
to fourteen in number, were growing 
on each. These shells were the old or 
"shucked" shells that were planted on 
the bottom of Sister lake, or Lake 
Caillau, as it is sometimes called, to 
provide "clutch" for the young oyster 
or "spat" 


This lake, having rç water bottom of 
800 acres, has the proper salinity of 
water for the growing of oysters, but 
lacked the necessary hard bottom or 
other solids for the oyster “spat" to 
attach itself and therefore prohibited 
a n y experiment in the g ro w in g of the 
bivalves. 


Last year it wan decided to sow the 
bottom of the lake with the old oyster 
shells, and on May 8, 1014, the commis­ 
sion distributed 10,488 barrels of old 
shells over the lake’s bottom. Results 
were at once apparent, for by June 5 
it was found that “spat" from the seed 
oysters sowed in the lake had attached 
and were in all stages of development. 
Inspector J. Labat worked under the 
direction of Frank T. Payne. The in­ 
vestigations showed that the oysters 
were growing at a rapid rate. 


In March, or nine months after the 
"clutch" was planted, the inspectors 
tonged up clusters from various parts 
of the lake and sent these to the com­ 
mission for examination. The oysters 
were remarkably rich in flavor and of 
the prized salty taste.
